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Next Y o r k , August 8th.—As 4 o'clock 
had passed, tlio strains of dirge music 
crept on the morning air—at first distant, 
they drew nearer ami nearer, and as the 
red deepened in the exist and sunrise was 
near, the strains, slow and sad, grew more 
distinct. 
\V hen the hluo-coatcd veterans 
of Meade I’ost, of Philadelphia, 5uo strong, 
came tram ping to the dirge music of 
trumpets, the east was suffuse.! with tints 
of orange and the dawn was closer—the 
dawn of the funeral day. The veterans en­ 
tered the Plaza and marched past, wtiile 
muffled drum s tim ed their footsteps. A 
heavy gun boomed out toward the sea, the 
chimes of Old Trinity pealed its mournful 
tones, and the sound of muffled drums 
grew fainter and then died away. 
At s o'clock nature was putting forth 
signals of an intensely warm day. The 
crowds grew denser and denser around the 
Plaza. The muffled drum s anil dirgeful 
trum pets marched in at one side and took 
positions at the east end. The players 
constituted the David's Island military 
band. 
At 8:50 General Hancock and stall' 
tramped slowly into the Plaza from Broad­ 
way, presented front to the City H all, and 
then marched to the end of the Plaza in 
Broadway, where they rested. At this time 
UX) members of the' Leiderkranz Soeietv 
tiled up to the steps of the City Hall, anil 
led by four instrum ents sang with im ­ 
pressive effect the •* Chorus of the Spirits," 
from “ Over the W ater,” and the "C horus 
of the Pilgrims” (Tannhauser). The honor 
guard of regulars tiled into the open space 
a t :» o clock, consisting of Company A, 
Fifth Artillery, under Colonel \\ \ 11. Beck, 
and Company K. Twelfth Infantry, under 
Major Brown. The regulars took"position 
beneath the trees at City Hail, and stood at 
rest. Then came the original guard of 
honor that was on duty at Mt. McGregor, 
and which alone should lift the remains 
to-day. 
Filing into the corridors of the 
City Hail, they took their places beside 
the remains, under command of John H. 
Johnson, .Senior Vice-Comntauder of the 
Grant Post of the G. A. it. of Brooklyn. 
The City Hall gates had been closed to the 
people shortly alter 1 o'clock this morning, 
and tae remains of General Grant left alone 
with the guard. 
On his coffin rested a 
plain wreath of oak leaves, formed in the 
shape of the letter "G . " The leaves grew 
on the oaks it: the forests ot Mt. McGregor, 
and on the afternoon of Thursday, the ilay 
tie died, little Julia, his grand-daughter, 
tnd little Josie, Dr. Douglas' child, had 
at he red the oak-leaves on the mountain 
roads. Then, as the children prattled, they 
knit, w ith their innocent fingers and loving 
hearts the wreath of oak-leaves that to-day 
is the only tribute that touches the Gen­ 
eral's casket. The little ones, when their 
offering was finished, had taken 
it to 
Colonel Grant, whose eyes tilled when his 
daughter asked, “ Papa. Josie and I have 
made "his for grandpa, and please won't 
you give it to hint ?" The Colonel placed 
the oaken wreath on the casket, and there 
it rested in Albany, anil still remains as the 
childrens, offering. 
At (i 55 the imposing funeral car, drawn 
by twenty-four jet-black horses in black 
trappings, halted on the Plaza directly in 
front of the City Hall steps. Inside the 
corridor Commander Johnson was waiting. 
The columns were in position, right and 
left, and at his command the guard of 
honor was erect. " Dil’t the remains," was 
tin- next command, in clear but low tones. 
The twelve men stooped to the silver rails 
witli gloved hands. “ March !” was the 
word. The guard moved out upon the 
portico, where were borne the remains, 
Commander Johnson immediately at the 
head, down th** steps with measured tread 
and across the open space to the steps of the 
ear, when Commander Johnson stepped 
aside and the silver mountings glistened as 
the burial case and its honored burden were 
carried up and placed upon the dais in the 
mounted catafalque. The veterans then 
retired down the steps. The body was 
alone for all to view, but deeply guarded. 
Soon the honor guard next to the hearse 
on either side took the same relative posi­ 
tion they had maintained to the remains 
while they were being homo to the car. 
The steps were drawn away from the 
bearse, and Commander Johnson took his 
place in the center immediately behind 
the funeral car. At his left and' right in 
••ithcr rear corner of the car were Comrades 
Doing and Armsbee of W heeler Post, Sara­ 
toga. respectively. Next and directly be­ 
hind these were representatives of the 
Loyal Legion, abreast,as follows: General 
John J. Mi ¡kan. General C. A. Carlon. Pay­ 
master George D. Barton. Lieutenaut-Colo- 
iici 1* loyii t larkson, Lieuteuant-Coloncl A. 
M . t '¡ark and ('aptaiu I 
Blunt. 
fh e c.ergv and physicians had paid their 
respects to the rem ains by alighting from 
their carriages and accompanying them 
from the steps to the ear. They entered 
carriages on either side of the Plaza, near 
Broadway, as follows: Kev. Dr. Newman. 
Bishop Haines. Bishop Potter, Kev. Dr. 
Chambers, lU v. Dr. Field. Rev. Dr. liridge- 
man, Kev. Dr. West, Rev. Father Deslion, , 
Rev. Robert Fullyei, Rabbi Browne, a n ti! 
Doctors Douglas, Shrady and Sands. Col­ 
onel Beck, in charge of the regulars, or-| 
dered his companies to their positions— ' 
Company A on the right and Company E 
on the left of the hearse. Colored men 
were at the bridles of the twenty-four i 
horses. The sixteen men of Meade" Post, | 
Philadelphia, of which General Grant was 
a member, were almost directly in front of 
the team of black horses. A signal was 
given, and the line of coaches with the 
clergymen moved oil' the Plaza on to 
Broadway. The band stood waiting at the . 
head of the funeral cortege. Colonel Beck 1 
advanced to the iiead of the line of black ■ 


corners and .alleys of the city, it revealed 
the presence of hundreds of hastily erected 
reviewing-stands. fmm which the great 
procession could be seen at prices ranging 
all the way from $1 to $10 a head. The 
decorators, too. had not been idle. On the 
fronts of many houses were displayed em ­ 
blems of mourning which were not there 
before. 
Reviewing-stands were located in 
all sorts of places. Nearly every empty 
stand along the route bad been gobbled up 
by speculators. Some of these were rented 
outright, while others contained numbered 
seats to be had at $5 each. The speculating 
fever even got hold of the newsboys, sev­ 
eral of whom stuck notices in their chairs 
to the effect that -eats from which to view 
the parade could he procured. 
W hen at length the hands of the great 
clock of Trinity Church approached the 
hour of 9, Broadway presented an ani­ 
mated spectacle. As far as the eye could 
reach, the sidewalks were thronged with 
people, and every train and every steamer 
brought crowds of sight-seers. Bronzed 
farmers fr mi the country, white faces from 
the city counting-rooms and offices an l 
dirty faces from the tenement districts 
were in the crowd. The rich and the poor, 
the rogues and the righteous, the dignita­ 
ries and the nonentities jostled each other 
on the curbstones and sidewalks. Every­ 
body seemed good-natured and took the 
jostling and jamming as a matter of course. 
The police tried to keep the people off the 
street, but it was hard work. 
As tiie procession passes! up Broadway 
the scene was indeed a remarkable one. 
No sound was heard from the vast crowds 
which lined New York’s principal thorough­ 
fare. Many stood with bared lie ids, de­ 
spite the heated rays of the sun. The po­ 
lice say this was the most orderly assem-

binge ever -eon in New i one. 
w hen the 
funeral car, heavily draped with black and 
white, passed, heads were uncovered and 
the cry all along Broadway, taken up bv 
the multitudes and carried along the line, 
was " Hats off." 
From the City Hal! to 
Fourteenth street all that could lie seen was 
a vast sea of uncovered heads. Many ladies 
fainted and were carried away by willing 
hands. The throng which lined the si.ie" 
walks cannot he described. .T h ere was no 
passage-way for citizens, the crowd stand­ 
ing eight deep and remaining till the last 
of the Grand Arm y had passed. 
Never before in the history of the citv 
liad such crowds been seen. Th. windows, 
roofs, telegraph poles and lamp posts were 
thronged with people all along Broadway” 
which was draped heavily with mourning 
emblems. The crowds were so deeo and 
so solidly packed tii.it they could not he 
moved by the police. 
Bt-fore starting a 
number of militiamen were overcome by 
ilie loss of sleep and food and were taken 
away in ambulances. The procession com­ 
prised one solid mass from the City Hal! to 
Fourteenth street. 
Regiments from all the 
States in the Union were present. All 
night tiie elevated trains hud been filled 
with visitors to the city. Unable to get 
accommodations at the hotels, they hail 
been sleeping in the trains. The high 
stoops ol Filth avenue and other streets 
through which the column passed were oc­ 
cupied by sleepers through the night. 
W hen the funeral ear passed a solemn 
hush fell on the spectators. Immediately 
preceding 
was seen a coiumandcry of 
Knights Templar in the handsome regalia 
of the order. After them came the chief 
mourners in carriages. The clergy of tiie 
Episcopal, Methodist, Roman Catholic and 
Presbyterian denominations walked two 
abreast, with black 
sashes and white 
rosettes. 
Dr. Newman and Bishop Harris 
occupied the first carriage. Among other 
chief mourners following the car were 
General .Sherman, General John A. Logan, 
General Early. Brevet Major-General J. M. 
1!. Yeile, I.icutenant-Colonel II. C. Perlev. 
Colonel Potter, Brevet Brigadier-General 
II. E. Tremain and many others. The 
m arching throughout the entire procession 
was magnificent—unsurpassed in this citv. 
The visiting 
m ilitia 
drew 
forth the 
plaudits of the crowd by their soldierly 
bearing. As far as Twenty-third street not 
a man fell by the way. and the discipline 
maintained was excellent. 
Ambulances 
followed each separate company, but none 
were needed. Dr. Newman said to a re­ 
porter, during a halt in the procession : “ I 
have seen many funeral processions during 
m y life, but none compared with this. 
The reverence of the masses, the silence 
along the line of inarch, the absence of 
frivolity of any kind, is to me not only 
impressive, hut sublime. 
I never in my 
life expect to ride to the funeral of a 
grander, nobler r.ian."

N ew Y o r k , August Sth.—A ll night long ¡ 
carpenters with saws and hammers were 
busy on Broadway, and when this morn- 
ng’s snn climbed up out of the sea and ; 
shed it* brilliant light upon the parks, the

In the 
main hall, General Sheridan, tall and erect, 
was the center of an a hairing throng, Ho 
stood in a group of naval officers, chatting 
pleasantly with old friends. 
The party 
were in full uniform and attracted univer­ 
sal attention, that (lagged oniv for a mo­ 
ment when a iiie of attendants of the Jap­ 
anese Minister entered. The big marble 
ball wa> completely choked with humanity 
long before 8 o’clock. In the big parlors up 
stairs all was stir and bustle, while the 
President arid Ids < abinet were at breakfast 
in one end of the building and the Grant 
family quietly preparing for the pageant at 
the other end. 
The committees, organiza­ 
tions and delegations were gathering and 
getting ready here, there and everywhere. 
Badges, sashes and military orders lbunii 
way tor members in the seemingly inextri­ 
cable confusion of the swarming humanity. 
In the quiet little parlor a group ot 
serious men, most of them gruv-haired and 
old, but nearly all erect and of vigorous 
physique, were putting on broad silver 
sashes of white and block. They were the 
pall-beurers and they were a striking group. 
General Sherman, summoned up from his 
friendly talk below, responded in tlie uni­ 
form of a United States General, and stood 
in friendly conversation with a tall man, in 
whose white mustache and chin beard and 
soldierly bearing, one recognized at a glance 
the gallant Confederate General Buckner, 
from whom Grant wrested his first liard- 
won laurels at Fort Donelson. General 
Buckner was in ordinary black citizen’s 
dress. 
A smaller man, similarly attired, 
at the other end of tiie room, whose gray 
hairs formed a striking contrast to the 
leoniue mane and fierce black mustache of 
General Logan, with whom lie was talking, 
was the famous General " J o e ” Johnston] 
At 8:30 o'clock Colonel Hodges .summoned 
the pall-bearcrs to their carriages. The 
President's carriage, drawn bv six horses, 
was called up to the door next, but had 
fully one hour to wait. The President had 
signified his intention of riding with Secre­ 
tary Bayard. 
He was at that time, having 
finished his breakfast, quietly conversing 
in his parlors on the third floor with ex" 
Governors Cornell and Robinson, who had 
called. In anticipation of his coming out. 
an enormous crowd, which the police found 
it difficult to manage, gathered opposite the 
hotel entrance in Twenty-third street, and 
yells of “ Here they conic!” went up every 
tim e :t delegation came out. 
The Grant family were quietly gathered 
in their parlors overlooking the square, and 
strangers were rigidly excluded from the 
hall leading to their rooms. Mrs. Grant 
had not arrived, ami it was announced that 
siie would not attend the fuñera!, but had 
concluded to stay at Mt. McGregor. She 
was reported by Dr. Newman to be still 
weak and ill. though not confined to her 
bed The party gathered at the hotel ready 
to take carriages for their positions in the 
parade, when the column should have ad­ 
vanced so far as to perm it their carriages to 
fall in line from the hotel. There were 
Colonel and Mrs. Fred, (¡rant, Mrs. Snr- 
toris. Mr. and Mrs. U. S. Grant, Jr.. Mr.

appeared at the windows, and as the head 
of the column began to move up past the 
hotel, tiie bands playing as thev passed, 
they were the objects of general attention 
on the part of tiie multitudes gathered in 
he square. 
At 9:20 o'clock President Cleveland called 
hts Cabinet together, and arrangements 
were made for the order in which they 
were to leave the hotel to take their places. 
The hands on the clock pointed to five 
minutes after 10 when General Hancock 
and Genera! Slialir rode under its windows 
to the head of the profession. 
Tiie sun 
was reflected from the maze of glittering 
gold on the uniforms of their staff, as it 
trooped behind, followed by the regulars, 
who in passing reversed arms, while the 
bands played mournful dirges along the 
line of the avenue. 
When the troops of 
the first division, National Guard, were 
drawn up the guns were put at a shoulder 


They marched out ujion the slope where 
General 
Hancock’s 
staff 
was 
halted, 
and there the infantry and marines as 
sumed positions of rest in the shade and 
out upon the slope towards the Claremont 
Hotel, which was covered with black dra­ 
pery. 
There were mounted men with 
plumed helmets, marines with the uniform 
of the tars, (he United States Marine Corps 
with bright uniforms, and saddled horses 
with riders dismounted, but holding their 
bridle-rein. The eye caught sight of can­ 
non muzzles thrust from behind the lower 
bend of hillocks, pyramids of stacked guns 
with glistening bayonets interlocked along 
the drives, solid walls of people upon the 
curbing, lines of uneasy and bobbing u:n- 
breffas, through the trees a vista in which 
the brown and rugged rocks of tlie Palisade 
pierced the woods and jutted above the 
river; the Hutison too. glinting and flowing 
in tiie sunlight. 
looked tin- scene north­ 
ward from the tomb. The Twenty-second 
and Seventh Regiments marched up from 
the east and down by the tomb, and were 
drawn up in line on the brow of the bluff 
overlooking the river. The line reached 
beyond view from tiie tomb, around the 
slope. The two regiments stacked arms, 
and were at rest. So near the ledge of 
the bluff were the regiments drawn up 
that hundreds of men in bright uni­ 
forms formed a line of silhouettes against 
the sheen of the broad river, in which the 
afternoon sun was reflected, ¡suddenly a 
gun boomed out over the water and 
a cloud of 
blue 
and 
wiiite smoke 
puffed over 
the 
stream. 
The 
Pow- 
iiattan, 
lying 
down 
under the bluff, 
had fired the first of a salute. The hills 
were calling in e c h o e s , and the guns of the 
other war vrsse’s in the river an i i shock 
the bluff and started echoes flying in the 
woods on the Jersey hills. Three anil 4 
oYloek passed, the tomb yet waited, but 
there came a bugle cail from the eastward 
at 4:20 o’clock, then a strain from silver- 
toned trumpets, and soon the sound of 
tun tiled drums. Carriages came into view 
and rolled slowly through the park to the 
tomb. 
Rev. Dr. Newman and Bishop 
Harris occupied the tir.-t, then came the 
clergy, and then Drs. Douglas, ¡shrady and 
Sands. The pall-bearcrs came after these. 
Gc-neral Joe Johnson rode beside Generai 
Sherman, 
and 
General 
Buckner and 
General Sheridan were paired, while Gen­ 
era! Logan and ex-Sivretarv I’outwell fol­ 
lowed. 
Distinguished men came also with 
tiie pall-beurers, and those invited alighted 
and took places near the tomb. The David’s 
Island band, playing C h o p i n 's " Fimem! 
March." then came ini .view, while behind 
the black plumes ot the funeral ear could 
be seen. The ear stopped abreast of the 
tomb, the guard of honor ascended to bear 
down the casket. Colonel Beck formed his 
two companies of escort in a hollow square 
between th e tomb and the In arse, and the 
family carriages had drawn near. Their 
occupants alighted and took positions near 
the foot of the steps of the car. So thev 
stood while the casket was being removed 
from the car, and when it was borne into 
the hollow square toward the vault the 
relatives followed in this ord er: Colonel 
Fred. Grant and wife, Mrs. Sartoris and the 
Colonel s children, Julia and U. S. Grant; 
U. S. Grant, Jr., and wife, leading little 
Nellie, the daughter of Jesse Grant ; Jesse 
Grant and wife : U. S. Grant, the second 
son of Orville Grant, with Fred.

CEREMONIES AT THE T0M3. 
The cedar case rested on supports at the 
door of the sepulcher; the casket was de- 
1, of 


the first division stretched southward from 
near Twenty-eighth street in a continuous 
line on the east side of Fifth avenue and 
inside streets. The Second Battery. Captain 
Earle, mounted, but without guns, were 
occupying the extreme right on the west 
side of the avenue, and continuous lines of 
Grand Army veterans extended down as far 
as the eye could reach. 
At 10:10 o’clock precisely the Grant fam­ 
ily canie out of the ladies’ entrance of the 
1’ifth Avenue Hotel ami took their car­ 
riages. Colonel (¡rant and wife rode with 
Mrs. Sartoris. U. S. (¡rant, Jr., and his wife 
and Senor Romero occupied the next car­ 
riage together, Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Grant 
the third, and the Cramer family the fourth 
carriage. As tiie carriages received their 
occupants they rolled away toward the 
avenue, and remained there closely wedged 
in and waiting for their turn in the line. 
They had been waiting more than a quarter 
ot an hour before President Cleveland came 
and took hi3 seat in the carriage with Sec­ 
retary Bavard, and tiie four-horse carriage 
that followed received Vice-President H en­ 
dricks ami his private secretary. 
Ahead of 
them had gone a num ber of carriages fol­ 
lowing the Grant familv. in the following 
order: 
Mrs. Rawlins Holman, daughter of 
General (¡rant’s friend and first Secretary 
of W ar; the General’s old staff in tour 
carriages; his ex-Cubinet officers in four 
carriages; a detachment from the Wheeler 
and i'. S. Grant Posts, G. A. IE, in four 
carriages ; Mrs. .1. W. Drexel and members 
ot the Aztec Club, and survivors of tlie 
Mexican war. 
Next came the President’s 
carriage, the Vice-President and the Cab­ 
inet, in five carriages; members of the 
Supreme Court, United States Senators and 
the* House Congressional Committee, in a 
score of carriages ; a committee of theState 
Legislature in thirty carriages; ex-Prosi- 
dents A rthur and Hayes and members of 
their Cabinets. Then came the foreign 
Ministers and diplomatic and Consular offi­ 
cers under General Grant's administration. 
These ¡¡lied ten carriages. Then the rep­ 
resentatives o f the different departments o f 
the national Government. Next came tiie 
Governors o f States and their staffs, a n j 
then the representatives o f cities. 


ON F IF T H A V EN U E. 
The crowd on Fifth avenue remained on 
the sidewalk w ith remarkable persistency 
until the long parade had passed. There 
were a tew cnsi*s of heal prostration in the 
ranks, but as* far as known none were fatal. 
Regimental ambulances were called into 
requisition no* slight cases perhaps half a 
dozen limes. At the corner of Fifty-seventh 
street, where the line turned to tiie west, 
the crowd swelled from the sides to the 
open way and blocked the thoroughfare on 
twenty occasions. There was some trouble 
when the catafalque reached that point. 
Everybody M as more interested in the ap 
preach of this tiian in any other part of the 
pr cession. 
It was watched for blocks 
away, its conspicuous height making it 
plainly visible as far as about Fiftieth 
street. A - ii neared the corner, the crowd 
bulged into the highway, and the officers 
had in threaten M'ith their clubs to make 
the spectators recede and it was a difficult 
process. The people were standing etght 
or ten feet deep, and some of those 
iu front had raised tlicir umbrellas to 
keep off the sun’s rays. Some women 
stood with babes in their arms, and fathers 
had hoisted their littie ones to their shoul­ 
ders. The obstructions were numerous, 
and those at the rear were becoming indig­ 
nant, hut as the catafalque came up the 
annoyance was forgotten and only respect 
was felt. As it was, the leaders of the 
horses were ordered to make the sweeping 
turn, as that was the only way in which 
the interested gathering could be driven 
back. The people fell back from the hearse 
as though a specter had appeared and or­ 
dered their retreat. With a spontaniety 
that told their reverence every man raised 
his hat as the first horse came abreast of 
him, and remained uncovered until the 
body had passed. After the President, 
Vice-President, Cabinet, Judges of the Su­ 
preme L'ourt, Senators and members of the 
House of Representatives, Governors and 
their staffs, ex-Presidents, foreign Minis­ 
ters. diplomatic officers and representatives 
of tiie arm y and navy had passed, the pro­ 
cession began to break up. The veterans 
and civic organizations left Fifth avenue 
between Fifty-third and Fifty-ninth streets 
and gradually fell out of line.

Las V egas, A ugust 9th.— T he fire at 
M ontezum a H otel, H ot Springs, last night, 
originated about 11:30. in the lobby, on the 
fourth floor, at an attic n ear the stairw ay 
leading to the grand tower. T he m ercurial 
alarm was sounded in the office, and the 
guests were im m ediately w arned of danger 
by sounding electric goiigs in all the apart­ 
m ents of th e house. 
T here were about 
.seventy-five room s occupied, by guests, and 
as the fire started above the occupied 
room s everybody escaped and nearly all 
the personal effects of the guests

aud som e eight or ten lines were at work. 
T he pressure was low, and the stream s 
barely‘reached the roof, w here the llames 
by this tim e were raging for four hours. 
The lire gradually worked its way to the 
ground floor, m aking a com plete loss of thu 
house.

A RAILROAD TAX SUIT. 


SIGHT'S DISPATCHES TO TH E RECORD-UNION.I 


C A L IF O R N IA . 


A tto rn e y -G e n e ra l M a rsh all on th e Con­ 
tro lle r am i D. M. D elm as. 
ISan Francisco Call, August 9th.J 
In February, 1884, suit was brought by 
J. A. W aym ire and W. T. Baggett, on the 
part of the State, to collect delinquent rail­ 
road taxes for 1883, the case3 being finally 
all transferred to the Federal Courts, ex"- 
cept one against the N orth Pacific Coast 
Railroad 
Com pany. 
Upon the 7th of 
A pril, 1884, W . H . L. Barnes, attorney for 
the road, offered to settle by paying the lull 
face am ount of the taxes, together w ith 
the 5 per cent, penalty and a fair allowance 
for counsel fees, only stipulating th at the 
com pany should not lie required to pay 
the 2 per cent, per m onth interest claimed 
in the com plaint. 
T his interest, how ­ 
ever, Messrs. Baggett and W aym ire offered 
to m ake good to the State out" of their lees, 
w hich were contingent o n e s; but neverthe­ 
less Controller D unn refused to accept the 
offer, and this suit is still pending in De­ 
partm ent Five o f the Superior Court. On 
February 2Gth of the present year a sim ilar 
suit against the sam erailroad was instituted 
for last year’s taxes, this tim e by D. M. 
Delmas as attorney for the State. 
Again a 
proposition was m ade by General Barnes 
to com prom ise upon a basis identical with 
that of last year, agreeing to pay the prin­ 
cipal o f the taxes with the 5 per cent, pen­ 
alty, and It) per cent, counsel fees. 
T his proposition, considered w ith all the 
attendant circumstances, was not as favor­ 
able to the State as the form er one, inas­ 
m uch as Mr. Delmas did not offer to m ake 
good the tw o per cent, interest out o f his 
counsel fees, as Baggett and W aym ire liad 
done. Nevertheless, and in spite of the fact 
that he had advised 
Controller 
D unn 
against accepting the first proposition, Mr, 
D elm as has. as attorney for the State and 
I he Controller, accepted in the present in ­ 
stance, thus, on the surface at least, com ­ 
m itted the sam e offense for which, at his 
instance more than any one else's, A ttor­ 
ney-General M arshall was read out of the 
D em ocratic part}'. 
There is no doubt of the tru th of the 
statem ent in relation to the acceptance of 
the comprom ise, as General B arnes’ offer 
is extant, indorsed thus : 
The following offer is hereby accepted. 
D. M. Delmas, 
Attorney for plaintiff and Controller. 
To a Call reporter who visited A ttornev- 
General M arshall last evening to ascertain 
his idea upon the m atter, he stated th at ac­ 
cording to w hat is at present know n, both 
Dunn and Delmas stand in very peculiar 
positions, w hich it will be difficult to re­ 
concile w ith those previously occupied by 
them . 
H e did not doubt, "however, that 
they would have an explanation to offer, 
though he had heard nothing as to its p u r­ 
port. 
H e was of the opinion that some 
legislative enactm ent made w ithin the last 
two years would be quoted as having for­ 
bidden the collection of the 2 per cent in ­ 
terest. 
There has been some legislative 
action in the premises, Mr. M arshall states, 
though ju st how w hatever changes which 
m ay have been m ade tnay affec t th e m atter 
in question he has not yet investigated 
sufficiently to state positively. 
in any ease, lie considers it out of Del­ 
m as’ province to construe the law, or in 
any m anner usurp the power of the ju d i­ 
ciary. 
As attorney for the plaintiff, he 
should sue for the 2 per cent, interest, and 
let w hatever disputes arise concerning it 
find settlem ent in the Courts. 
In taking 
it upon him self to accept their com pro­ 
m ise and conclude a definite settlem ent, 
because he holds certain new legislative 
Acts to m ean thus and so. he is going be- 
vond hi- province, and Mr. M arshall said 
he had bad it in m ind to exercise his priv­ 
ilege as A ttorney-G eneral by going into 
Court and beginning proceedings against 
D e'i.ias for his action. 
T he bitter personal 
feeling know n to exist betw een them has 
tin ’s far deterred him , as it would probably 
he considered, by som e at least, th at in so 
doing he was acting according to th e dic­ 
tates o f his personal spite.

My patrous are of the most re­ 
sp e ta b le elass of citizens, men who desire a 
cool, quiet place to enjoy the luxury of a glass 
of beer or porter. I keep no • d iv e ” and no 
‘; free and easy place." 
In regard to the tragedy 
of the 8th, no one regrets it more than 1 do, anil 
those who know all the facts must acquit me of 
blame. Young Mclsaacs did me a financial fa­ 
vor, and 1 gave him a loom upstairs while he 
was aw aiting the action of the Court in refer­ 
ence to the division of the money arising-from 
the sale of property left him and his brother 
and sisters. One of his •'isters came up from 
Siki Francisco about a week ago to get her share, 
and John Mclsaacs asked me to allow h» r a room 
upstairs, so as to be near him. To this arrange­ 
m ent I consented. The division of the money 
took place last Wednesday, and she was going 
to go below on this «Lay ( M o n d a y 1 thought it 
but right that the brother should be near to 
and have some guardianship of his sister. 
These young people went out of my house early 
in the evening, and did their drinking out of my 
saloon. I was in bed and asleep when the shoot­ 
ing commenced, my saloon being closed several 
hours prior thereto.

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T h e S c a le is th is C ity .—The white 
ootu- cushion scale insect has at last been 
firmly established, and is now naturalized 
in Sacramento, to our shame be it said. It 
is on Seventh and F streets, Eleventh and 
F streets, and an orange tree in lot 2. south 
side of I street, near Twelfth street, is a 
frightful sight for fmit-raisers to look at. 
Bos Angeles or Santa Barbara cannot show 
a tree heavier loaded with this pest. 
If 
nothing is done by the City Trustees by 
ordinance and inspection immediately to 
exterminate this enemy of man, we will 
not long have surplus fruit to dispose of. 
These insects will be all over town. They 
prefer the orange, but will eat anything 
vegetable and increase rapidly, and as they 
emerge from their parent shell hundreds 
m ust fall to the ground and make a new 
colony in the next tree they com eto.

Kps. R ecord- ( n ion : 
About half-past 
six this morning, while Judge Stephenson 
was attempting to raise a temporary flag 
pole upon the stationary one that he has 
had standing 011 the public street for a 
num ber oí years. \V. H. H ank came up in 
a hurry and said : “ Don’t you put that 
pole uj> here; this is tuy side of the street; 
and 1 don't want it up there.” Frank 
Shclle being present, assisting to get the 
flag up, argued with him, - lying that it 
was a public street and public place, and 
nobody l ad a right to interfere. H ank re­ 
plied : " I know how to get it down.” So 
saying he went home, got an ax and re­ 
turned. Stephenson did not know whether 
he was going to use the ax 011 him, or 
w hat he intended to do. H ank struck the 
pole two blows near the ground, when 
Stephenson said: 
If you strike another 
blow 011 that pole, I will shoot you,” draw­ 
ing a pistol at the same time. H ank 
walked away, saying : 
“ Y o u ------------ , 
1 have got you now." The pole is up. and 
the flag was kept at lialf-iuast in memory 
and honor of the nation’s hero who was 
being laid at rest ¡11 Riverside Park.

these meetings, and no efforts will be 
spared 10 make them so attractive as to 
induce young 
men 
to 
become mem­ 
bers of tiie institute and devote their 
leisure hours to pursuits and pastimes that 
will have an instructive and elevating effect, 
and thus secure to them the advantages of 
the higher order of moral and social attain­ 
ments. One of the features of the institute 
is to provide a weekly sick benefit for mem­ 
bers, and also a death benefit. 
Members 
are admitted between the ages of Is and 35 
years. The next annual (¡rand Council is 
to be held in San Jose in June next. On 
Saturday evening a meeting was held in St. 
Rose Hall, and Institute No. 11 formed, 
with thirty-four charter members. 
The 
officers are as follows: President, I). J. 
Long; First Vice-President (and District 
Deputy President), li. E. M urray; Second 
\ icc-Prcsident, Jos. Maguire; Recording 
Secretary. Thomas Wiseiuan ; Correspond­ 
ing Secretary, M. J. O’Reilly : Financial 
Secretary, Bcnj. Xeary; Treasurer. Janus 
O'Reilly; Marshal, Joseph Orenshlea ; Ex­ 
ecutive Committee—Messrs. McBride, Coo- 
lot, Heflernan, Trainorand McGinnis. Al­ 
though the membership is confined to 
members of the Catholic religion, the in­ 
stitute is wholly independent of the Church.

any one gave him greater 
satisfaction or more pride than the one he 
achieved over an otVioive and abusive press, 
ludifierence to defam ation was one of the most 
conspicuous triiita in his character, lie was not 
indiileront. however, to ju-t criticism , especialiy 
Wiic.i * oming from his t'rn*nd.s—and above and 
beyt,ml uii ne never descended to giving rcasous 
or • •; uses. 
He was willing i<> let his actsspeak 
:or themselves, cousoious of liis own rectitude 
of v l.Aiacter. 
Some men w e bom great, others 
achieve greatiuss. Grant was certainly not 
t ■ • ¿rea», and forth - tii-t 1" \ ■ u> of his life 
only came up t‘> tin; average ‘standard of the 
men with whom In was associated.

We lind that the great of this 
world are mode of the same clay, fed on tlie 
saice food, a:ul a t: subjected to the same vveak- 
neases ,ss ordinary mortal?. Grant’s claim to 
grcatnes*;Will, \\ itii the historian, be based as 
m uch u|*on the purity of his character, the gen­ 
tleness of hU nature, his strict integrity ami iu- 
eorruptibility as upon his m ilitary exploits or 
his civil adm inistration of the nation. Upon 
him w is devolved, by »« force of circumstances, 
tr.e closing up. as it were, of the war of the re- 
V-eilion, and tiie reconstruction of the Union. 
Uould he have had his way, theSntitiiem ikv> 
n,i' would have had much lev* of which to com ­ 
plain. 
in an interview beiweeu him and myself, 
upon the subjerts of pardons and the removal 
of disabilities in Virginia, he rem arked that had 
he his way. he would force nobody out. but 
would let down the bars and lot e v e n botlv in. 
But he had a prov-ure from tb e « apitol I*u; ding „ 
W ashington, which he was powi*rleís to w ith­ 
stand. die had no unkind feeling towards the 
people of the South. Ju this inspect he resem­ 
bled Luieoln. whi», during th e long, terrible 
years of strife, never was known to have used a 
harsh expression low ai d- the South, or towards 
t bo Southern ivupie a- a whole. 
No m an in America has. by a com bination of 
circum stances, i»«-• n kept s«> continuously and 
persistent.}* before tbe people for th e' past 
tw enty years «s <¿cueral Grant; and the fires 
from the heaven- have, as it v,- re. eonsplo d 
w ith the clement^ of the earth to keep his uiem- 
y ory fresh in the minds of the American people. 
3t is a trite saying that repu! lies are ungrateful. 
This certainly eanuo* 1h' said in the vase of 
General Grant. Twice was he made a full Gen­ 
eral; twice Fre-ident of tin* United State*; bis 
salary as President was doubled, and he was re­ 
tired as a full ‘ ¿encrtl for lit'-. 
lie was literally 
loided dov n w ith git's, donations and testimo­ 
nials. There was only one thing he ever asked 
nr desired th at the j>ei*plt‘ failed to bestow uiion 
him. 
Between Lincoln and Grant there always ex ­ 
isted the most friendly and confidential rela­ 
tions, and each rec ived from the other the 
most unstinted support. WK .i Grant was about 
leaving ou bis Richmond camnaigu, Stanton 
aent to him to inquire es to the num ber of 
troop- to be left for the defence of Washington. 
Stanton thought the num ber insufficient,'and 
ordered him to inorea-e the number, which or­ 
der he declined t*« obey, and the question was 
referred to the ITc- 
*¡t, who .-euh .j it 
this 
rem ark : ” Mr. — r *:ury, you and 1 have been 
running this m achine for three years; the people 
are not satisfied, and pronounce us a failure. 
We have sent out V. *-st for a mar. to ruu the raa- 
chine for us. and I think ,ve had, bettor let him 
run it in hfs own way.” He «iid run il in his 
own way. and we all know the results o f his 
policy oi pegging away if it took al: summer. 
When we tu rn back a few leaves in the record 
of tim e and observe written thereon the uam s 
of those associated with Graut in the great 
drar-ia of life, we arc almo>t st riled at the 
Kmall num ber now left. Each in tern acted his 
allotted part and has passed fr- n off the stage. 
They were grand men, of whom any nation 
m ight la* justly proud. 
If any have not received 
w hat they m ight have thought was justly dm* In 
;!>■. Li' • im partial historian w ill set them right 
w ith á discrim i:• :>ting posterity. The nation on 


this 8th day of August, 1885, with bowed head 
and moistened eye, has laid our dead hero away 
in the silent tomb, ami ** the mourners go about 
the streets." 
Is this all that we can do? Is it all we ought 
to do? I think not. It has l>een the custom in 
all ages and in all countries for the nations to 
erect mouuifieuts in memory of their illustrious 
dead. What more fitting or appropriate than 
th at the Capital City of this State should have 
her m onum ent erected to the memory of the 
honored dead, and to th at end I. as Governor of 
California and a resident of Sacramento during 
m y term of office, most earnestly urge upon the 
people of Sacram ento to take tlie’ matter in hand 
without :: m om ent’s delay. To defer action 
upon the subject until the zeal of th»-* people has 
cooled will result in non-action and indefinite 
postponement. We cannot expect to compete 
with the great citieso fth e East inelaborate and 
co-tly structures.
